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Senate Measure 
Provides Indemnity 
Equal To Market 
Value Of Milk 

Federal relief to dairymen 
whose milk shipments have 
been suspended passed the Sen- 
ate last night. 

In a telegram to County Com- 
missioner A. Irvin Renn, Sen. 
Daniel B. Brewster (D) said: 

“I am pleased to inform you 
that the Senate today authoriz- 
ed legislation which authorizes 
the Department of Agriculture 
to pay an indemnification equal , 
to the market value of all milk 1 
which dairy farmers have been 
unable to market,” the telegram 
said. 

“These payments will be made 
to dairy farmers unable to mar- 
ket their products due to the 
residue of pesticides in the 
milk which the Department of 
Agriculture originally recom- 
mended for use,” Renn quoted 
the telegram from Brewster 
as saying. 

“This legislation promises re- 
lief to the farmers of Freder- 
ick County presently suffering 1 
from heptachlor and other 
pesticide residues in their 
milk,” Senator Brewster said in i 
concluding his telegram to the! 
county commissioner. ! 

Democratic Senator Brewster 
was joined by Maryland’s Re- 
publican Senator, J. Glenn ! 
Beall, earlier in the day in in- 


troducing an amendment to the 
Johnson Administration Anti- 
Poverty Bill providing this re- 
lief for local dairy farmers. A: 
similar measure had been in- 
troduced into the House of Rep- 
resentatives last week by Sixth 
District Congressman Charles 
McC. Mathias Jr. (Rep.) 

The Brewster-Beall amend- 
ment was dropped when assist- 
ant Senate majority leader Hub- 
ert Humphrey (Dem-Minn) 
promised immediate action on a 
separate bill to accomplish the 
same purpose. 

Sen. Brewster told the Senate 
that thousands of gallons of milk 
had been dumped because milk 
inspectors had found slight resi- 
dues of pesticides used to con- 
trol alfalfa weevils. 

He continued “The use of 
these pesticides had been 
urged by experts of the federal 
Department of Agriculture for 
years. Now another federal 
agency, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, is stating that 
milk containing residues of these 
approved pesticides be declar- 
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ed unfit for human consumn- 
tion.” 

“Many farmers had used 
these pesticides in good faith, 
and are now being penalized 
because new tests have been 
developed.” 

A similar bill was introduced 
in the House of Representa- 
tives several weeks ago by Rep 
Charles McC. Matfiias Jr (£ 
Md. 6th).
